Barnard, New Castle’s 
new mayor, named on the 109th bal­ 
lot at 1:29 o’clock this morning, will 
be installed at once. 
At 1 o’clock 
when the 10/th ballot had been taken 
to select a 
successor to 
Mark E. 
iorkner as mayor, the council took 
a ten-minute recess, 
being at that 
time apparently as far from a selec­ 
tion as when the first ballot was tak­ 
en. 


Jesse I). Smith, 
Democrat, 
lia'd 
held his own throughout the ballots 
with few exception-, with his four 
votes. 
Lacking but one rote to elect, 
at one time the Democrat- abandoned 
him and voted for 
Horace 
Yergin, 
Democratic 
attorney, who 
secured 
four votes during 
several ballots. 
James L. Watkins, Republican, had 
continued strong, with 
three votes 
throughout and in several bnllotsliad 
four votes, within one of election. 
At times prominent 
citizens were 
brought 
into the 
ballot, including 
Fred Gaiise, Paul Brown and A. W. 
Hammer, members of the council, and 
others, but polities soon came to the 
fore <and Democrats and Republicans 
went back to their favorites, Smith 
and Watkins, respectively. 
Nonpar­ 
tisanship had been lost sight of and 
the selection of a mayor was purely 
a political endurance contest. 
Num­ 
erous attempts to secure adjourn­ 
ment failed. 
The eounoil chamber 
was filled with interested citizens at 
1 o’clock calling for an end to the 
contest and no adjournment. 
At 1 :20. on the 108th ballot George 
M. Barnard, son off Representative 
William O. Barnard, 
and 
former 
prosecutor of Henry 
county, 
was 
brought out as a compromise candi­ 
date to break the deadlock. 
In this 
ballot Barnard received four votes 
and on the next, five votes, and was 
declared appointed by 
Mayor Pro 
Tern Prigg. 
A committee was then 
sent to the home of. Representative 
Barnard to* get the new mayor so 
that he could be formally sworn into 
office at once. 
Barnard was not a 
candidate, did not attend the meet­ 
ing and read the report of the pro- 
eeedings up to the la.-t two 
ballots. 
He was eniotite home from an even­ 
ing call.

Alarms Turned in From Boxes at Ex­ 


treme Opposite Parts of C ity- 


40 Minutes Between Them. 


It was an 
angry 
and 
agitated 
bunch of firemen which gathered at 
the central fire station for the last 
roll Call last evening, after they had 
answered two false alarms and had 
made 
nothing but a “ water 
haul.” 
they were not sure that it was the 
last call of the night and it is' said 
that some of them did not even take 
off their clothes the last time, expect­ 
ing to be ready at a moment’s notice 
to answer the call of the bell. 
Two 
false alarms were turned in last night 
within forty minutes of each other 
Horn boxes at the extreme opposite 
sides of the city. 


The first call came about twenty 
minutes after ten o’clock from box 
number twenty-three, which is locat­ 
ed at the corner of Eighth and Cherry 
streets in the extreme northeastern 
part of the city. 
The fire company 
turned out and at the roll call, there 
were some rather fierce remarks as to 
what would be done to the fellow, if 
caught, 
who 
turned in 
the ‘‘still” 
alarm«. 


They were somewhat angered, as 
the first alarm last night was the 
second one in two days. 
The firemen 
were called out of their downy beds 
Sunday night by an alarm, turned in 
at box number thirty-seven and they 
were not especially fond of nightly 
performances of that nature. 
The 
first alarm last night from box twen­ 
ty-three only rang once which caused 
many of the firemen to suspicion that 
something was wrong. 
Tt was the 
fault of the hell, however, a s the box 
was open and had been turned in in 
tlie regular manner. 
Within forty minutes after the fire 
bell bail sounded 
number twenty- 
three, the bell began to toll again and 
this time it was number thirtv-six. 
Many of the members of the city fire 
company had just 'crawled back into 
“ the hay" when the last alarm was 
turned in. hut they had to come even 
though they had a faint idea that it 
was net a real one. 
After they had 
found that the la-t alarm was a falsi* 
one, many of the firempn vowed ven­ 
geance on the parties, who were the 
cause of it. 
It is the belief of the authorities 
that the two a la rm s were turned in 
last night by the same people. About 
enough time elapsed for them to walk 
from one box to another, they being 
located/over a mfle apart. 
The po­ 
lice intend to keep a strict lookout 
f< r sni-li offenders and they promise 
that if anyone is caught in such an 
act. that they will he summarily dealt 
with. 
It is said that the offense is a 
criminal one and that ^ penitenitary 
eatence may be attached if the guil­ 
ty ones arc apprehended.

Committee of Business Men Will Wait 


on Council to Consider Proposed 


Sidewalk Lamps. 


The city 
council will 
meet this 
evening and from present indications, 
the session will be a long and tedious 
one as several matters of importance 
will be disposed 
of at that 
time. 
They will fix flie city tax levy this 
e\ening as this is the last time which 
they will have opportunity 
to do so. 
The statute provides that 
the levy 
shall be named before the 
first of 
October. 
They will consider the pur­ 
chase of new boilers for the water 
and light plant 
and will 
also be 
•waited on by a committee of busi­ 
ness men, when some definite ar­ 
rangements in regard to the lighting 
of the business section of the city 
with sidewalk lights will be-made. 
The city couneilmeu 
have been 
busy in the past two weeks, preparing 
for the tax levy. 
The work incident 
to the fixing: of the levy has been very 
great and the couneilmeu have been 
working overtime in order to have it 
ready for tonight’s meeting. 
All of 
the members of the council are very 
reticent on the subject and refuse to 
state whether or not it will be higher 
or lower than last year’s levy. 
P ri­ 
vate committee meetings in the coun­ 
cil chamber have been very numerous 
in the past few days. 


The boilers at the city water and 
light plant are in such a condition 
that the citj council will find it nec­ 
essary to purchase new ones, such is 
the recommendation of Superintend­ 
ent A. T. Mahm. The inside lining of 
the boilers is all eaten out, so that 
they are practically worn out. 
Sev­ 
eral members of the city council, to­ 
gether with the mayor and the plant 
superintendent visited in Indianapolis 
Sunday, where they went to get a 
piactical 
demonstration on 
boilers 
which they are c, nsidering for the 
focal plant. 
They were well pleased 
with their trip and its results. 
It is 
highly 
probable 
that 
something in 
regard to the boiler question will lie 
done this evening. 


The question which the 
business 
men and the resident- of Rushville 
arc more vitally interested in, is the 
light question. 
Something 
will be 
done in regard to the lighting of the 
down-town 
streets with 
sidewalk 
lights this evening, when a committee 
of business men 
will wait 
on the 
council and the question will be dis­ 
cussed from all angles. 
The consen- 
is of opinion among the 
business 
men i- that Hie sidewalk lights would 
be a great improvement, would give 
the city a metropolitan air at night 
and tend to beautify the business dis­ 
trict. 
Tt is said that the cost of the light- 
would be very small, so small in fact 
that it would be hardly 
noticeable. 
Superintendent Mali in has urged the 
installation of the lights for several 
months on the theory that the down­ 
town streets would be better lighted 
in that manner. Tt is planned to copy 
after Indianapolis only on a smaller 
scale. 
One business man said today 
that it was his understanding that 
five or six lights were to be placed in 
each square. 
One prominent business man was 
approached on the subject today. He 
said that lie was heartily in favor of 
the plan and believed it a very good 
idea.

would greatly improve the business 
district and help 
beautify it.

Prince Tsai is a fine-looking C hina­ 
man. and he w ears a g re a t globu lar 
ru by half as large as an egg, w hich is 
the distinctive m ark of C hinese roy­ 
alty. 
He speaks no English. 
He is 
accom panied by his secretary, Chow, 
u nder se c re ta ry of state, who speans 
English flu ently, and toy the ranking 
adm iral of the C hinese navy, five naval 
experts and by a re tin u e of Chinese 
nobles and dignitaries. 
Many of the 
party w ear the peacock feather, and 
all are m arked as nobles by coral bu t­ 
tons on the ir hats.

New Haven, Conn., Sept. 20.— Col­ 
onel Roosevelt cam e here to see P re si­ 
d ent Taft and seek aid in his fight 
against the New Y ork bosses. 
Mr. 
T aft had come here to a tte n d a m eet­ 
ing of the Yale corporation. 
T he col­ 
onel m ade no specific requ est for ac­ 
tion on P resid ent T a ft’s part, bu t it 
was a ppa re n t that he and his friends 
sou ght the conference for the moral 
effect tha t it wou ld have in the sta te 
contest. 
T he president m ade it clear 
to R oosevelt that he is in sym pathy 
w ith his fight a g ain st the bosses, bu t 
he also told the colonel plainly tha t he 
wou ld not mix u p fu rthe r in the New 
Y ork situ ation. 
He told Roosevelt 
tha t he wou ld stand squ arely on the 
le tte r which he had w ritten to Lloyd 
C. Griscom soon a fte r the m eeting of 
the 
Repu blican 
com m ittee 
in 
New 
York city. 
L ater Mr. T aft told the re­ 
po rters tha t in his opinion his sym pa­ 
thy w ith the Roosevelt forces was 
clearly show n in his letter. 
Althou gh Mr. R oosevelt’s su pporters 
who atten d ed the conference continu ed 
to say that the bosses wou ld be ou t­ 
voted in the S arato ga convention, the 
Im pression 
prevailed 
tha t 
Colonel 
Roosevelt and Griscom now find them ­ 
selves in a m ighty tight hole and that 
they had tu rn ed to the m eeting with 
T aft as a possible m eans of saving the 
day. 
Mr. R oosevelt’s followers pro­ 
fessed to be e n tirely satisfied with the 
ou tcom e of the m eeting w ith Mr. Taft. 
T he reiteratio n by P residen t Taft of 
the sen tim en ts expressed in the Gris- 
com letter was not. however, the only 
im po rtan t developm ent that followed 
the conference. 
It is certain that the 
Taft adm in istratio n will be indorsed 
in its en tirety by the S arato ga conven­ 
tion, even if the Roosevelt forces are 
in control. 
How ever, the re will be no 
indorsem ent of President Taft for re ­ 
nom ination in 1912. 
T he omission of 
su ch an indorsem ent will be in con­ 
formity to the presid en t’s own desire. 
This will leave the field open, so far 
as New York sta te is concerned, be­ 
tween him and the colonel for the Re­ 
pu blican nom ination of 1912, if R oose­ 
velt has anv thou ght of trying for it. 
T he Taft-Roosevelt conference was 
devoted alm ost entirely to the New 
York situ ation. 
N one of the acts of 
the adm in istratio n which were su p­ 
posed to be » ore points was m entioned, 
in short, so far as the personal rela­ 
tions of Mr. Taft and Colonel Roose­ 
velt are concerned, they rem ain, it is 
said, practically on the sam e basis as 
they w ere before the m eeting.

Taggart had all bu t 
on e of the state cen tral committee, 
practically every man on the execu ­ 
tive an d advisory committees, had 
picked his own chairman , an d had 
added, for his own u se, a “campaign ” 
committee with an other of his hen ch 
men at its head. 
Throu gh this organ ization Taggart 
selected 
the 
delegates, committees

common ly In vogu e. 
It is said that the staff of the Mou s- 
qu etaire was “the largest an d most 
varied ever kn own .” 
It seems, too, 
that person s wou ld walk in to the of­ 
fice, propose workin g for the paper 
an d at on ce fin d themselves accepted. 
“W hat compen sation am I to 
re­ 
ceive?” a n ew man wou ld ask. 
“W hatever you like, my dear fel­ 
low,” Du mas is reported to have re­ 
plied on each occasion . “ By the way,” 
he wou ld hasten to explain to the n ew­ 
comer, “on e thin g m u st be clearly u n ­ 
derstood—I mean that you shall be 
han dsomely paid. 
You m u st have a 
thou san d fran cs a mon th, an d shou ld 
you wan t a m on th’s pay in advan ce 
don ’t hesitate to ask for it.” 
"Everybody was dazzled,” say 
the 
chron iclers of the time, an d Du mas 
himself more than all the rest.

n o won der! 
No bu sin ess en terprise, 
however, cou ld exist on su ch a basis, 
an d the jou rn al began to lan gu ish.

He offered Du mas somethin g like a 
hu n dred fran cs a day, which m ean t 
more than $7,000 a year. 
Profferin g a checkbook so fu ll of 
those “little 
tin ted 
leaves” whereof 
Du mas was so fon d, Bou le said: 
"Here! Every morn in g you have 
on ly to write you r n ame at the foot 
of on e, sen d it in to the office an d get 
you r on e hu n dred fran cs.” 
The scheme appealed to Du mas. He 
beamed. 
Bu t, u pon 
reflection , the 
smile on his face died an d he asked: 
“Su ppose that some day I shou ld 
wan t three or fou r hu n dred fran cs?” 
“That is n o problem at all,” respon d­ 
ed Bou le. 
“In that even t all that you 
have to do is to sen d in three or fou r 
of you r checks. 
It is very simple.” 
An d so the check book lay on the 
desk of Du mas, a delightfu l an d ready 
resou rce. 
Did a creditor call, a hasty 
scribblin g on a piece of paper an d he 
was paid!

At 
the en d of the week n othin g was left 
of the check book

cover.

They look on anyone who attacks that 
bill or hinders it or who helps delay 
or defeat it, as the arch enemy of hon­ 
est labor. 
Keegan, through his attack 
on the cause of labor, has become 
rated as a foe of the toilers. 
Yet there may be an Inside expla­ 
nation of Keegan’s fullish attack on 
the child labor movement 
Keegan is 
backed by Steve Fleming, or wishes to 
be. The Fort Wayne boss who boosts 
Keegan Is a brewer and bottler. 
The other day Fleming was forced 
to pay several fines and large costs 
for permitting his foreman to violate 
the child labor law in the Berghoff 
bottling works at Fort W ajne 
Perhaps it is to please Fleming that 
Keegan attacks the principle of child 
labor reform. 
If it is necessary to at­ 
tack the Beveridge child labor bill in 
order to tickle Fleming, perhaps Kee­ 
gan feels the effort is justified.

Registration Feature Opposed by Men 


W ho Labor— Injustice in Every Pro­ 


vision of Clark Bill, W hich Had the 


Support of Marshall and Other Dem ­ 


ocratic Party Leaders. 


“A bill for the restriction of the in­ 
dustrial vote” is a fitting and proper 
title for Senate Bill No. 2, which was 
offered by Senator , Clark. Democrat, 
and which was supported by Demo­ 
cratic leaders in senate and house at 
the session of 1909, of the Indiana leg­ 
islature. 
The bill Is of especial interest to 
labor. 
It is well to call attention to 
the possibilities in the way of the re­ 
striction of suffrage rights under the 
legislation proposed and urged by the 
Democratic party leaders, including 
Governor Marshall. 
The bill provided for the registra­ 
tion of voters six months before elec­ 
tion day. 
This would mean that after 
such a registration had been taken, 
with the knowledge it would give as 
to the number of labor votes regis­ 
tered, any political party might nom­ 
inate outspoken foes of labor and elect 
them by using this same measure to 
restrict the labor vote. 
Labor men who investigated the bill 
at the time and who opposed its pas­ 
sage with all their might, declare this 
is not guesswork. 
The bill provided 
for the making of copies of all lists of 
registered 
voters 
for any ’qualified 
voter, on request. 
The machinery for 
putting the facts in the hands of poli­ 
ticians was perfect. 
It is held to be plainly evident that 
many workingmen would have been 
unable to register under the Clark 
bill. 
Under the measure, men whose 
occupations 
took 
them 
away from 
home, would have been forced to go 
before an officer and make oath and 
application, which application must be 
mailed, before the absent voter could 
register and save his vote. 
Nothing 
but sickness was permitted to stand as 
an excuse for not registering. 
Ab­ 
sence from fconifc was not taken to be 
an excuse for failure to register six 
months ahead of the election. 
By far the most important and dan­ 
gerous feature of the Democratic biff 
to disfranchise labor voters was the 
power given to the challenger to buffy, 
intimidate, delay and hinder the voter 
In the exercise of his suffrage rights. 
The whole design of this provision 
was to restrict the vote so far as pus 
sible. 
And it is safe to say that the 
politicians who seek to restrict suf­ 
frage or cut down the number of votes 
are not working for the good of the 
people. 
It is plain to see that such 
politicians fear the result; of a fuff 
vote on election day. 
They fear to 
trust government by the people. 

Democratic bill SS ques­ 
tions were proposed to be filled out by 
the voter who had been challenged 
This Would mean milch time lost in 
making out papers to meet the whim 
or evil purpose of the challenger.
